

composition. At the very least, these claims are linked and should be treated in accordance with 
MPEP 809.03. Further, pursuant to MPEP 806.05(h), the burden is on the examiner to show that 
these claims are to distinct inventions. The Examiner has not made any showing that either the 
composition of Group I can be used with a materially different process than that claimed in 
Group II; nor has the Examiner alleged that the method of Group II could be practiced with a 
materially different composition than that of Group I. In the absence of a specific example that 
these groups of claims are directed to distinct inventions, the requirement for restriction as 
between Groups I and II should be withdrawn. 

The restriction between Groups III, IV, and V should be withdrawn as well. Each of 
these groups relate to an antibody to a protein, a method of use of the antibody, and a method of 
detecting levels of mRNA. For the same reasons set forth with respect to Groups I and II, the 
restriction between Groups III, IV, and V should be withdrawn as well.
